The Joint Commission on the Accreditation of Hospitals and Public Law 
89-97 _ (Medicare) , requires the voluntary information requested on 
SF-523A. A uniform medical record format must be available recording 
the patients clinical course. The form is used as a receipt for, and 
as a certificate of release of a deceased body at a morgue. If speci- 
fically ordered, the physician will describe the condition of the 
remains. Standard Form 523A will remain in the deceased medical file 
and will only be released through a court order, subpoena, or statute. 


SF-522 


The Joint Commission on the Accreditation of Hospitals and Public 
Law 89-97 (Medicare) , requires voluntary information requested on 
SF-522. A uniform medical record format must be available recording 
the patients clinical course. The form is used for providing identity 
of the operation or procedure, statement of request, and signatures 
authorizing anesthesia and/or the operation. Failure to complete 
this form will prevent the patient from being given anesthesia or 
having an operation performed. Standard Form 522 will remain in 
the patients medical file and will only be released through court 
order, subpoena, or statute. 

SF-523B 

The Joint Commission on the Accreditation of Hospitals and Publ ic 
Law 89-97 (Medicare) , requires the voluntary information requested 
on SF-523B . A uniform medical record format must be available 
recording the patients clinical course. The form is used for 
providing authorization for tissue donation of the deceased. Tissue 
cannot be donated unless information is provided. Standard Form 523B 
will remain in the deceased medical file and will only be released through 
a court order, subpoena, or statute. 

SF-93 


The Joint Commission on the Accreditation of Hospitals and Public 
Law 89-97 (Medicare) , requires the voluntary information requested 
on SF-93. A uniform! medical record format must be available recording 
the patients clinical course. The form is used in conjunction with 
medical examinations. If the form is net filled in a medical 
examination may be denied. The social security number will be used as 
part of a filing system to provide easy location of the medical record. 
Social security numbers are never duplicated, names are often dupli- 
cated, adding confusion in locating the medical record. Standard

be released through a court order, subpoena, or statute. 
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
